8 A. M., our river suddenly rose from 3 to 4 feet 
in height. Big waves extending its whole width 
surged furiously along, very seriously affecting the 
vessels at anchor, and tossed about the smaller 
erafts asso many toys. The water decpened rapid- | 
ly, and some alarm was felt as to how it would all 
end. After the termination of fifteen minutes, 
however, this influx began to subside, and the 
river became quietas usual. At4 P. M., a pre- 
cisely similar movement commenced in an oppo- 
site direction; the water rushing out and exhaust- 
ing the river from three tu four feet below its usual 
level. After this sudden freak, the eqailibriu m 
f waters was again resorted. Several gentlemen | 


who observed this were puzzled how to account for 
it, as there was no wind stiring, and the Lake was 
periectly still. A precisely similar circumstance 


happened to Buffalo river, some two years since, 
at the same time a severe shock of an earthquake 
was felt in Ontario and other counties.
